Coming to Rio 





Brazil’s First Big Shipyard 
Will Be Able to Construct 
Vessels Up to 20,000 T. 





As every one who has been fol- 
lowing the transportation problem 
in Brazil knows, one of the im- 
portant needs of the country is the 
renovation and replacement of its 
obsolescent coastal fleet. The an- 
nouncement that Brazil is getting 
its first large shipyard, and with 
it a new industry for the country, 
is very welcome news. 


Building Started 

The new yards and ways will be 
located in Rio de Janeiro. Work 
has already commenced upon them. 
When completed they will be able 
to build vessels up to 20,000 tons. 
which will be launched directly in 
Rio’s harbor. 

Owners of the new facility are 
Ishikawajima Heavy Industries of 
Japan, who have received backing 
from the Bank of Japan. It is ex- 
pected that the total investment, 
when production is started, will 
come to more than US$20,000,000. 


Stockholders Listed 

The principal stockholders are 
listed as Ishikawajima of Japan, 
which is believed to control fifty- 
one per cent of the common shares, 
Ishikawajima do Brasil, headed 
by a North American, Mr. Paul 
Tunkis, and the Port of Rio de 
Janeiro. 

Target date for the first ship 
construction is set for some time 
in 1963. Earlier advices indicated 
the same firm was interested in 
setting up a shipyard in Sao Paulo 
state.

The Chief Executive Moves 
To Avoid Bad Bottleneck 


In Auto Industry 





Early this month President Jus- 
celino Kubitschek instructed the 
National Research Council to 
study the possibility of setting up 
a synthetic rubber plant in the 
country. Thus the President has 
lent the influence of his office to 
help solve what promises to be- 
come a bottleneck in the new auto- 
mobile industry. 

1960 Needs 

It is estimated that Brazil will 
need about 85,000 tons of rubber 
in 1960. Even though new rubber 
tree plantings are being made 
largely of an improved grafted 
variety and new rubber growing 
areas are being developed, it is 
unlikely that natural production 
will meet this demand. The most 
optimistic projections for natural 
rubber foresee no more than 70,- 
000 tons per annum. 

Plans have been known to be in 
the possession of Petrobras and 
the National Bank for Economic 
Development for the erection of a 
GR-S synthetic rubber plant in the 
vicinity of Caxias, in the State of 
Rio de Janeiro, but these works 
envision a production of about 40,- 
000 tons annually. 


Rise in Use Expected 

The question turns on the sup- 
port to be given the growers of 
natural rubber, who have been in- 
creasing their investment recently. 
Proponents of synthetic rubber 
manufacture point out that an in- 
creased standard of living bound 
to result from the new industriali- 
zation of the country will bring 
about a much higher consumption 
of rubber. In addition, they ex- 
pect that rubber exports can be in- 
| creased.

Reportedly, other com- 
panies besides Hanna have been 
seeking the Sao Joao properties, 
which cover more than a hundred 
square miles, about 200 air miles 
north of Rio de Janeiro, in the 
vicinity of Belo Horizonte, capi- 
tal of the State of Minas Gerais.

Brazil’s Immigration Policy Hailed in New York 








Scroll Inscribed 


To Dr. Kubitschek 


The United Hias Service 
Cites 60,000 Refugees 


Admitted in 1957 


The immigration policy of Bra- 
zil was lauded in New York re- 
cently and President Juscelino 
Kubitschek was awarded an illumi- 
nated scroll praising him for his 
aid to immigrants in 1957. The oc- 
casion was the seventy-fourth an- 
nual meeting of the United Hias 
Service, an international migra- 
tion agency, at the Sheraton-Astor 
hotel on February 23. 


Pledges Continuation 

In his message, Dr. Kubitschek 
stated that Brazil considered it an 
honor to accept those who are per- 
secuted and pledged that the coun- 
try would continue its open-door 
immigration policy. His Excel- 
lency Ernani do Amaral Peixoto, 
Brazilian Ambassador to the 
United States, read the Presi- 
dent’s message. 

The speech of the United Hias 
Service chairman, Mr. Murray I. 
Gurfein, was most cordial to Bra- 
zil and the policy of the Brazilian 
government in its attitude toward 
refugees. He indicated that Latin 
America has now become one of 
most important immigration areas 
for refugees. “The majority of our 
emigrants who went to Latin 
America,” he said, “were received 
in Brazil. 

Lauds President 

“We are most grateful for the 
humanitarian attitude of the 
President of Brazil, Dr. Juscelino 
Kubitschek. He and his Govern- 
ment have demonstrated a wise 
and sympathetic approach to this 
great problem, and we are certain 
that this new immigration will be 
of enormous benefit in the future 
to that great country, our friend 
and neighbor.” 

A little later in his address Mr. 
Gurfein stated: “We cannot speak 
too highly of the official attitude 
of the Brazilian Government, and 
we believe that that country has 
earned for itself an accolade in

Talk About Food 

| Breakfast in your suite; Brazil- 
| ians, as other South Americans, 
| take morning coffee in the seclu- 
'sion of their room. Order break- 
fast complete; rolls, honey, jam, 
marmalade, the freshly brewed 
black coffee with a pitcher of hot 
milk. Add as an extra, a slice of 
the golden papaya. 

The Gloria serves a continental 
type menu, but upon request will 
prepare the native dishes. The 
manager of the hotel, Edvardo 
Tapajos, one of its three owners, 
gave a Brazilian luncheon in our 
honor. One of the guests, dark, 
slim, Lia Morais, from Sao Paulo, 
explained the making of the vari- 
ous specialties. 


Vatapa Recipe 

Two main dishes were prepared, 
one from North Brazil, the other 
from the south. Vatapa came first, 
which Lia said is everyday eating 
in Bahia, but in other parts of the 
country is served as sophisticated 
party fare. This is a combination 
of many things. 

As Lia tells it, take robalo, a 
white-meated fish, and boil tender, 
then shred. Meanwhile shrimp is 
cooked in shell with condiments. 
The heads are removed and 
mashed. The shrimp is peeled and 
shredded and the mashed heads 
added; also the shredded robalo. 
Soft bread crumbs are soaked in 
milk and squeezed out quite dry 
to mix with the fish. Crumbled 
dried shrimp is added and all this 
cooked in peanut oil for 45 
minutes. 

About 20 minutes before the 
dish is finished coconut juice from 
green coconuts is added. Serve 
very hot with a cold mixture made 
of rice flour and coconut. One hot, 
one cold; that’s the way. We have 
no recipe other than Lia’s telling. 


Feijoada 
The second main dish is the 
great Brazilian black bean dish 
feijoada which came to the party 
with a green vegetable similar to 
our spinach. In the feijoada are 


many kinds of meat—dried beef, 
smoked sausage, smoked pork, 
smoked tongue, smoked _ bacon. 





But see the detailed recipe below. 
Something we didn’t include is the 
ear of the cow. Our drink with 
this, a glass of pingo, the native 
brandy distilled from sugar cane, 
lemon juice and sugar added. It 
| goes down very very easy. 
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Sweet Endings 
Desserts were two. Fresh fruits 
of a dozen kinds in compote came 
topped with pineapple sherbet. 
We decided on quindin, a sweet 


sweet. This is made of fresh 
grated coconut with sugar and 
eggs baked in small molds. Serve 
unmolded, golden and delicious, 
sticky and rich. 

Brazilian sweets might be a 


chapter to themselves. Delicate 
fruit pastes are made of banana, 
of guava, quince, figs. The cakes 
are rich with eggs and coconut 
milk and filled with Brazilian 
nuts. Many are the ices served 
through the hot months. Here’s a 
Brazilian have any 
evening: Buy the preserved guava 
shells and serve with a square of 
cream cheese. Eat a bit of the 
exotic rose tinted guava, then a 
nip of the cheese, the bland

sausage, pork, tongue and bacon 
in same kettle. Simmer until the 
beans are soft enough to mash 
easily. Saute scallions and onion 
in salad oil and fat until soft and 
yellow. Add garlic and cayenne. 
Continue cooking until delicately 
browned. Remove half the beans 
from the kettle and add to onion 
mixture, stir until these beans are 
well mashed. 





Return the mashed beans to the 


kettle and simmer until the mix- 


ture thickens. But be sure the 
mixture is not thicker than an 
ordinary cream soup. Remove 


meats, slice and arrange on a plat- 
ter. Pour a little of the bean mix- 
ture over the slices and serve the 
rest in a deep vegetable dish or 
tureen. Rice is always served as 
an accompaniment. Yield: 6 
portions.

1 pound hamburg steak 

1 egg, beaten 

6 burr gherkins, sliced 

1 cup water 
4% cup cornmeal 

1 cup corn, cut from cob 

2 small onions, minced 

4 large tomatoes, chopped

1 cup lima beans 

1 teaspoon salt 

Dash of pepper 

Combine meat, egg and pickle 
and let stand. Add water to corn- 
meal with remaining ingredients 


and bring to a boil, stirring con- 
stantly. Let boil 15 minutes or 
until thick, stirring frequently. 
Mix with meat combination and 
turn into two well greased casse- 
roles. Bake at 350 degrees F. for 
an hour, or if single large casse- 
role is used, 1% hours.

TRADE PAPER ASSAYS 
AMAPA MANGANESE 

In its issue of March 6, the E & 
MJ Metals and Mineral Markets, 
leading metals trade publication 
with a wide following among peo- 
ple in the metal business, had 
this to say about Brazil’s Amapa 
manganese: 

“Amapa manganese ore from 
Brazil continues to be a topic of 
interest in the ore business. We get 
reports on the ore. Some factors 
say it averages around fifty per 
cent, with iron of two to four and 
one half per cent, phosphorus of 
about 0.18 to 0.20 per cent and 
silica of about 2.22 per cent. They 
report it is good lumpy ore and 
good for blending and takes com- 
paratively little coke. We are also 
told most firms do not object to 
the arsenic content — they blend 
the ore and any difficulties from 
arsenic are then overcome. Prices 
reported to M&MM range from 
$1.40 to $1.46 per Itu, c.if. U.S. 
ports.”

Brazil Nut Sauce 

% cup butter of margarine 
14 cup sliced Brazil nuts 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

Melt butter over low heat. Add 
Brazil nuts and cook slowly five 
minutes until butter is slightly 
brown. Add lemon juice; heat. 

Note: Brazil nuts can be sliced 
neatly and effectively for use in 
butter sauces if first boiled in 
water about five minutes. The 
water softens the nuts, and they 
can be sliced lengthwise without 
breaking.

STAINLESS STEEL CARS 
NOW MADE IN BRAZIL 


In the presence of the President 
of the Republic, the Minister of 
Transport, the President of the 
Federal Railway Network and 
other high dignitaries, installa- 
tion ceremonies were held to mark 
the beginning of operation of a 
new plant which manufactures 
stainless steel railway cars. The 
plant is owned by the Santos- 
Jundiai Railroad and is operated 
under contract by Mafersa, the 
Material Ferroviario S.A. It was 
brought out during the dedication 
address, delivered by Comandante 
Lucio Martins Meira, the Min- 
ister of Transport, that the San- 
tos-Jundiai Railroad is the first 
in Brazil to be completely electri- 
fied. 


RAILROAD CONNECTION 
FROM RIO TO FORTALEZA 
With the beginning of opera- 

tions on the stretch of track con- 
necting the cities of Patos and 
Soledade in the State of Paraiba, 
it now becomes possible to send 
cargo by railway freight from 
Fortaleza to Sao Paulo.

when they met for their annual 
meeting. 

He said then that Bendix is ex- 
panding its overseas manufactur- 
ing facilities, and “will soon manu- 
facture automobile brakes and 
other automotive equipment in 
Brazil.” The company will partici- 
pate in the venture with Bendix-

Most of the ma- 
jor American automobile compan- 
ies are manufacturing there or 
have plans to do so. We will be a 
supplier to them of brakes and 
other automotive equipment, as 
we are in the United States,” he 
informed the owners of the firm, 
according to a South Bend, Indi- 
ana, dispatch published in New 
York Journal of Commerce, a 
well - informed business - man’s 
daily newspaper. 

Arrangements have been made, 
he continued, to acquire a plant al- 
ready constructed in the city of 
Campinas, State of Sao Paulo. The 
company already has manufactur- 
ing facilities in Canada, England, 
France and Australia. 


Makes Other Products 
In the United States, Bendix is 
a diversified manufacturer, mak- 
ing many non-automotive prod- 
ucts.
